HONOLULU, Oct. 25— (U P)—The Hawaiians’ playboy prince, 
David Kawananakoa, a rich and handsome young man of many 
escapades, was held in jail for investigation today after a beautiful 
island girl was slashed to death at a midnight party in his apartment 
beside Waikiki beach. 
The prince, 
a grandson 
of the last reigning 
Hawaiian king, 
said his 
mind was fogged with 
liquor and he did not know what 
^happened to the girl. 
She was 
Arvilla Kinslea, 21, a part-Hawai- 
ian. 
Police learned that the dead 
girl had been the prince’s com- 
mon-law wife. 
Her sister, Rose, 
who attended the midnight party, 
said Arvilla had been living with 
the prince for about two years. 
John Hollinger, who was at the 
party, said the prince and the 
girl were in the kitchen and he 
heard a thud. A moment later, he 
said, Kawananakoa came into the 
room 
carrying the girl in his 
arms. 
Her face was cut and 
there was a jagged Wound in her 
neck. 
The prince placed her up­ 
right in a chair and she bled to 
death while the three men in the 
party wrapped towels around her 
neck trying to stop the flow of 
blood.

Of course, 
Livingstone did not know about 
Vitamin A, but he did think the 
condition was due to dietary de­ 
ficiency, and even in his day there 
was a little book published in Edin­ 
burgh called “A Treatise on Cod 
Liver Oil,” in whieh it was claimed 
that cod liver oil would cure many 
cases of infections and running 
eyes in children. 
The condition is probably not 
common among your friends or the 
children of your friends, but wait 
until you have a nice war and you 
will probably find it. In 1907 Block. 
in Copenhagen, discovered dozens 
of cases among babies due to war 
conditions. Milk products were be­ 
ing exported to Germany, with the 
result that the Danish babies were 
not fed properly so they developed 
this eye disease. 
To this day in 
India, the most frequent cause of 
blindness In children is due to in­ 
adequate diet, 
lacking 
In 
Vita­ 
min A. 
Another condition which Is prob­ 


ably due to lack of Vitamin A is 
night blindness, which, as its name 
implies, is inability to see in a dim 
light. 
This has been known for a 
long time, ever since the days of 
the Father of Medicine, Hippocra­ 
tes, who described it, and added as 
an extremely modern note that 
feeding ox liver would cure It. 


Chemistry of Vitamin A Known 
We know a great deal about the 
chemistry and physiology of Vita­ 
min A. 
Vitamin A occurs in two 
slightly different forms in nature. 
In animals it occurs as a colorless 
substance, soluble in fats. 
It Is 
present in cod liver oil and other 
animal oils. In the vegetable king­ 
dom It is known as carotene, which 
is the yellow coloring matter of 
carrots and many other natural 
foodstuffs, and is also generally ac­ 
companied by greenness, so that 
most green plants are rich in Vit­ 
amin A activity, such cs spinach, 
cabbage, lettuce, brussels sprouts, 
green peas. 
When these vegetable pro-vita­ 
mins are ingested, they ere con­ 
verted into Vitamin A, and while 
slightly different in chemical struc­ 
ture, and in spite of the fact that 
to the naked eye they appear color­ 
less, they still retain some of the 
yellowness and, in fact, a chemical 
test for Vitamin A consists in de­ 
termining its yellow color. 
The human body dees not easily 
run out of Vitamin A. 
Under or­ 
dinary circumstances we cat more 
of it than we need, and this excess 
is stored in liver. 
That is true oi 
all animals, and that is why Hip­ 
pocrates was able to cure night 
blindness by feeding ox liver. 
In animal experiments, however 
In which Vitamin A i3 carefully re­ 
moved from the diet, not only eye 
infections, but weakness and infec­ 
tions of various kinds are the rule.
